In 
both instances, however, the bandits 
were youthful. 
The bandits, each carrying a re­ 
volver, entered the bank shortly be­ 
fore closing time and commanded all 
to hold up their hands. 
Scooping the money into a bag, the 
bandits ordered their victims into a 
vault and 
locked 
the 
door. 
Vice 
President Wornall had a key to the 
vault and soon released himself and 
the other prisoners. 
Wornall reached the door in time 
to see one of the bandits disappear 
around a corner, where a motor car 
was said to have been waiting. 
The police did not get to the bank 
until after the robbers had escaped, 
because a special car carrying two 
patrolmen collided with another au­ 
tomobile. 
Both cars were wrecked, 
but no one was injured. 
No trace of the bandits had been 
obtained early last night.

In his first public utterance since 
announcing himself as a presidential 
candidate, he expressed 
opposition 
to 
the 
adm inistration’s 
foreign 
policy, gave endorsement to the sol­ 
diers’ bonus and to a plan for reduc­ 
tion of taxes on incomes, as well as 
suggesting remedies for the country’s 
agricultural ills. 
Opposition to any policy that would 
commit this country to “undisclosed 
European adventures/* was declared. 
“I do not protest against an Ameri­ 
can policy toward Europe,’ the Cali­ 
fornia senator said. 
“I protest against any American 
policy which does not know what it 
is, and which seeks to discover itself, 
or to hide itself by first going into 
a conference with Europe. 
“It is humiliating that we cannot 
speak our mind save with the con­ 
sent of other nations, or in conjunc­ 
tion with them. If an administration 
does not like an existing situation 
abroad, why not say so? 
Our posi­ 
tion in the world is such that our ut­ 
terances would be of supreme impor­ 
tance.

Senator Johnson referred to the
